Egypt Lures Travellers |

HE lure of Egypt is eternal

Bedouin Workers 


For instance, in 1942 some 
Bedouin workers _on_King_ Farouk's 
estate, Just north of Cairo, brought 
him some curious knives and vases 
found while digging. These discov- 
cries have now resulted in the par- 
tial excavation of one of the great- 
est cemeteries: in the ‘world, the 
Kigantic ancient burial ground. of 
Heliopolis, Exquisite objects made 
of tvory, back brushes, walking 
sticks, vases, carvings in hard stone, 


examples of carly bullding masonry 


have already been found, and 
further and more wonderful dils- 
coverics are anticipated. 


- A miracle has been wrought in 
the restoration of the Rest-Temple 
of the King Sesostris at Karnak, 
which today stands in the same 
immaculate beauty os when it left 
the hands of its bullders almost four 
thousand years ago. Built. in 1950 
B. C. “for all cternity,” as its in- 
scription reads, of the purest white 
limestone, as a memorlal to the god 
Amun, ond as a rest house during 
the jubilee of the king, it stood until 
1400 B. C. At that time all the build- 
ings in the area. were destroyed 
while another king did some bulld- 
ing of his own. The blocks were used 
in other building or scattered and 
buried for 3,300 years, | 


Work on the restoration. of. the 
temple was begun-in 1914 ond now 
the task has been successfully com- 
pleted. The carving is amazing, os 
is the huge slab of pink granite Jn 
17% feet high 
temple, which is an open room of 
10 pillars-covered with the carvings.
